OUR TARIFF DRIVES 
INDUSTRIES TO 
CANADA. 


The. excessive tariff imposed against Canada is having its result in 


driving industries over Ihe border in order to meet the Canadian demand 
for certain goods, and in some cases to manufacture goods for Iho Ameri- 
can market. This is the result of protection gone mad. 


It is no wonder that Eugene N. Foss made great inroads on the repub- 


lican majority in this state as an advocate of reciprocity wiih Canada. 
From the Canadian Manufachirers' association comes the boast that more 
than $150,000,000 of American capital has been driven across thn border 
on account of tariff extortions imposed by the 
United 
States. This 
is 


largely represented in paper mills. 


. Canada is a large importer of our cotton goods, but if she imposes a 


retaliatory tariff on cotton fabrics also, we may see American concerns 
going over into Canada to start cotton mills and thus reap a harvest in the 
Dominion markets. In nine months of last year we exported to Canada 
cotton goods to the amount of $1,698,619. By putting on a tariff Canada 
can at a single blow destroy this markei and to that extent 
injure 
the 


industry in this country. 


It is not improbable that Canada will soon impose an export duty on 


wood pulp for the manufacture of paper in order to force American manu- 
facturers to establish more plants on the other side of the line. 


The recklessiici=K with which our spruce forests were ground up for 


wood pulp gives Canada the advantage over us, and unless we relax 
our 


severe tariff policy towards Canada, she may decide to impose the export 
duty on wood pulp and thus leave the American paper mlllsx w-itlioul the 
raw material except at a prohibitive price. 


PICK THE 
BEST MEN FOR ALL OFFICES. 


The democrats of Lowell ha.ve given attention thus far in Iho campaign, 


mainly to the matter of selecting a mayoralty candidate which in itself is 
of course very important; but, it is also important that the best 
men 
be 


chosen for the various other offices. 
There is a considerable number of 


names from which to select, nine aldermen. In tlii.s, as in the mayoralty, do 
not waste votes on weak candidates; vote only for the strongest men. 


On the list of aldermanic candidates arc the names of snme men who 


cannot be elected. They should have decency enough not to 
burden 
the 


ticket every year as (hey do, although knowing that. Ilicy 
have 
not 
the 


slightest chance of nomination. 
Nevertheless, in spite of those who use 


the democratic ticket at. the primaries for advertising purposes, there are 
enough good nien to select from, and it is up to (be voters not to be imposed 


upon by these perennial candidates. 


It should not be forgotten that (he common council is an important 


branch of our city government, coordinate1 with the board of aldermen and 
Ihe mayoralty. Therefore, it is important to select men for that body who. 
if elected, will serve the city acceptably and at the same time reflect credit 
upon themselves and their parly. Do not select mere boys for any office. 
They can afford to wait. 


For every oflice, high and low, select the very best men available. This 


is the oub- way in which the interests of the city can be served and the 


intelligence of the democracy vindicated. 


But unless a voter attends the primaries ho cannot 
share 
in 
the 


selection of candidates, good or bad. 
The man who remains away from 


the primaries shirks his duty and benrs a heavy share of the responsibility 
for whatever blunders may be made in the selection of weak, incompetent 
or dishonest candidates instead of men of the opposite type. 


THE 
CRISIS IN 
ENGLAND. 


It is now settled beyond peradventnrc that the House of Lords will 


leject the Budget and force a general election in the British Isles. This 
will bring to a climax the question of allowing the lords 'to 
retain 
tho 


hereditary privileges by which they are entitled to seats in the upper house 
without being affected by elections or even by public opinion. 


There is a Humor in this country for the popular election of United 


States senators, and it is bound to come. Similarly in England'some reform 
is inevitable in the constitution of the House of Lords. The time has arrived 


when the people will not tolerate a feudal body, such as the House of Lords, 
to veto popular monsurcs find even In interfere with the financial affairs 
of the government as the peers have recently undertaken to do and as they 
have done on the question of adopting the present measure for increased 
taxation. 


There is little doubt that the people will vote by a 
largo 
majority 


against (lie attitude of the lords and in favor of Ihe Budget. 
That will 


.send the liberals back to power with it mandate from the people to over- 
rule the upper house. The lords after such a decision from (lie people will 
not dare reject any measure bearing upon their legislative powers or upon 
financial matters. In fact Ihe coming election will bring about a new era in 
England if Ihe lords arc beaten, and even Ihe king of England expcols 
(hey will be. 


The whole contest is bill a Mop in Ihe onward march 
of 
progress 


which has been noticeable in the British empire for the fvnst quarter of a 
century. 
The lords have steadily resisted the popular demand for certain 


reforms, and this exercise at' (heir power in Ihe face of adverse public 
opinion has increased the opposition to their domination until it lius become 
irresistible.

NEGLIGENCE 
IN 
A CHILDREN'S 
HOME. 


The authorities of Ihe Children's Home on Myrtle street, Providence, 


Iidva In explain tho cause of twenty-three dcalhs of children in Iho space 
of four months. 
This home, like most others, has an attending physician 


who wns supposed to loolt after Ihe health and treatment of the, children. 
Thai so ninny died 
<>!' diseases, mainly intestinal or lUarrliooic, must bo 


very omlini'rnssiiift to him UK pointing to n common cr.nso in practically nil 
the cases, mid something which, it seems, 
might 
him! been 
promptly 


remedied. 
This physician fearing Hint tin; milk supply might not be the l»'i:l 


during the li'ot''weather ordered 'condensed milk to be used instead. Either 
this milk was bad or it was improperly prepared, so that the children were 
affected with indigestion and^ diarrhoea. These ailments continued to cause 
deaths among the children until twenty-three had been, snatched away in 
about four months. 
' 


The case is being investigated, and in view of so many deaths, due to 


deleterious food for such a long period, it seems that somebody hns been 
guilty of criminal negligence. 


From the lime the children at first took sick there was ample oppor- 


tunity to find the cause of the trouble and have it remedied without waiting 
for deaths. If the object had been to kill the children by bad food and lack 
of care, it secrns that it would have been difficult to.do a more effective job. 


The physician who gave orders .to drop cow's milk and use condensed 


milk for nil" the children, including the very young, did not seem to share I 
the prevailing opinion relative to the comparative merits of pure cow's 
milk and condensed milk. The best bubslitute for Nature's food is "modi- 
fied milk," and the doctor who ordered condensed milk for all the babies, 
whether it killed them or not, did hot apply ordinary common sense, not to 
spcnk of the best medical skill. The children died 
mninly 
of 
improper 


feeding continued persistently for several months. Had some old woman of 
common sense who had had children of her own been placed in charge of 
the home, in all probability there would he no deaths from improper feeding.

OUR TARIFF DRIVES 
INDUSTRIES 
TO 
CANADA. 


The excessive tariff imposed against Canada is having its result in 


driving industries over the border in order to meet tho Canadian demand 
for certain goods, and in some eases to manufacture goods for the Ameri- 
can market. This is the result of protection gone mad. 


It is no wonder that Eugene N. Foss made great inroads on the repub- 


lican majority in this state as an advocate of reciprocity with Canada. 
From the Canadian Manufacturers' association comes the boast that more 
than $150,000,000 of American capital has been driven across the border 
on account of tariff extortions imposed by the United 
Slates. This 
is 


largely represented in paper mills. 


Canada is a large importer of our cotton goods, bnl if she imposes a 


retaliatory tariff on cotton fabrics also, we may see American concerns 
going over into Canada to start cotton mills and tbus reap a harvest in the 
Dominion markets. In nine months of last year we exported to Canada 


. cotton goods to the amount of $1,008,619. By putting on a tariff Canada 
•can at a single blow destroy this market and to that extent 
injure 
the 


industry in this country. 


It is not improbable that Canada will soon impose an export duty on 


wood gulp.for.the manufacture of paper in order to force American manu- 
facturers to establish more plants on the other side of the line. 


The recklessness with which our spruce forests were ground up for 


wood pulp gives Canada ihe advantage over us, and unless we relax our 
severe tariff.policy towards Canada, she may decide to. impose the export 
duty on wood pulp and thus leave the American paper mills without the 
raw material except at. a prohibitive price. 


PICK'THE BEST MEN FOR ALL 
OFFICES. 


The democrats of Lowell have given attention thus far in the campaign, 


mainly to the matter of selecting a mayoralty candidate which in itself is 
of course very important; but. it is also important that the best 
men be 


chosen for tho various other offices. 
There is a considerable number of 


names from which to select nine aldermen. 
In this, as in the mayoralty, do 


not waste votes on weak candida-tes; vote only for the strongest men. 


On the list of aklcrmnnic candidates are the names of some men who 


cannot be elected. 
They should have decency enough not to burden 
the 


ticket every year as they do, although knowing that they have not 
the 


slightest chance of nomination. 
Nevertheless, in spite of those who use 


the democratic ticket at the primaries for advertising purposes, there arc 
enough good men to select from, and it is up to tho voters not to be imposed 
upon by these perennial candidates. 


It should not be forgotten that the cosimon council is an important 


branch of our city government, coordinate with the board of aldermen and 
the mayoralty. Therefore, it is important to select men for that body who, 
if elected, will serve the city acceptably and nt the same time reflect, credit 
upon themselves and their party. Do not select mere boys for any office. 
They can afford to wait. 


For every office, high and low, select the very best men available. This 


is the onlv way in which the interests of the city can bo served and the 
intelligence of the democracy vindicated. 


But unless a voter attends the primaries he 
cannot 
share 
in 
the 


selection of candidates, good or bad. 
The man who remains away from 


the primaries shirks his duty and bears n heavy share of tho responsibility 
for whatever blunders may be made in the selection of. weak, incompetent 
or dishonest candidates instead of men of the opposite type. 


THE 
CRISIS 
IN 
ENGLAND. 


It is now settled beyond peradventure that the House of Lords will 


i eject the Budget and force a general election in the British Isles. 
This 


will bring to n climax the question of allowing the lords 
to 
retain 
tho 


hereditary privileges by which they are entitled to scats in the upper house 
without being affected by elections or even by public opinion. 


There is a clamor in this country for the popular election of United 


States senators, and it is bound to come. Similarly in .England some reform 
is inevitable in the constitution of the House of Lords. The time has arrived 


when the people will not tolerate a feudal body, such as the House of Lords, 
to veto popular measures and even to interfere with the financial affairs 
of the government as the peers have recently undertaken (o do nnd as they 
have done on the question of adopting the present measure for increased 
taxation. 


There is little doubt thai the people will vote by a 
large 
majority 


against the attitude of the lords nnd in favor of the Budget. 
That will 


send the liberals back to power wilb a mandate from the people to over- 
rule the upper house. The lords after sudi n decision from tho people will 
not dare reject any measure bearing upon (heir legislative powers or upon 
financial matters. In fact the coming election will bring about a new era in 
Kngland if the lords arc beaten, and even the. king of England expects 
they will be. 


The whole contest is but a stop in the onward march 
of 
progress 


which has been noticeable in the British empire for the jmst quarter of u 
century. The lords have steadily resisted the popular demand for corliun 
reforms, and this exercise of their power in the face of adverse public 
opinion has increased the opposition to their domination until it bus become 
irresistible.

NEGLIGENCE 
IN 
A 
CHILDREN'S 
HOME. 


Tho authorities nf the Children's Home on Myrtle street, Providence, 


have to explain the cause of Iwcnl.y-threo deaths of children in tho space 
of four months. This home, like most others, has i>n attending physician 
who was .supposed to look after the health and treatment of the children. 
That so inni;y died of diseases, mainly intestinal or dinrrhomc, must bo. 
very cinbamissing (o him as pointing to n common Bunco in prnnlically all 
the ciifiCs, nnd something which, it scorns, 
might 
have 
lice.ii 
promptly 


remedied, Thi« physician fearing (lint the milk supply might, not. be the bi'sl 


during ihe hot weather ordered condensed milk to be used instead.. Either 
this milk was bad or it was improperly prepared, so that the children wore 
affected with indigestion nnd diarrhoea. These ailments continued to cause 
deaths among the children until twenty-three had been snatched away in 
about four months. 
• 
. 


The case is being investigated, and in view of so many deaths,-duo to 


deleterious food for such a long period, it seems that somebody has been 
guilty of criminal negligence.. 


From tho time the children at flrst took sick there was ample oppur- 


funity to find the cmise of the trouble 'and have it remedied without waiting 
for deaths. If the object had been.to kill the children by bad food and hick 
of care, it seems that it would have been difficult to do a more effective job. 


The physician who gave orders to drop cow's milk and use condensed 


milk for all (he children, including the very young, did not seem to slnire 
the prevailing opinion relative to the -comparative merits of pure cow's 
milk and condensed milk. The best substitute, for Nature's food is "modi- 
fied milk," and the doctor who ordered condensed milk for nil ihe babies; 
whether it killed them or not, did not apply ordinary common'sense, not to 
speak of the best medical skill. The children died 
mainly 
of 
improper 


feeding continued persistently for several months. Had some old woman of 
common sense who had had children of her own been placed in charge of 
the home, in all probability there would be no deaths from improper feedin

OUR TARIFF DRIVES INDUSTRIES 
TO 
CANADA. 


The excessive tariff imposed against Canada is having its result in 


driving industries over the border in order to meet the Canadian demand 
for certain goods, and in some rases to manufacture goods for the Ameri- 
can market. This is the result of protection gone mad. 


It is 110 wonder that Eugene N. FOBS made great inroads on the repub- 


lican majority in this state as nn advocate of reciprocity 
with 
Canada. 


From the Canadian Manufacturers' association comes the boast that more 
than $150,000,000 of American capital has been driven across the border 
on account of tariff extortions imposed by the United 
States. This 
is 


largely represented in paper mills. 


Canada is a large importer of our cotton goods, but if she imposes a 


retaliatory tariff on cotton fabrics also, wo' may see American concerns 
going over into Canada to start cotton mills and thus reap a harvest in the 
Dominion markets. 
In nine months of last year wa exported to Canada 


cotton goods to the amount of $1,698,619. By putting on a tariff Canada 
can at a single blow destroy this market and to that extent 
injure 
the 


industry in this country. 


It is not improbable that Canada will soon impose an export duty on 


•wood p.ulp for the manufacture of paper in order to force American manu- 
facturers to establish more plants on the other side of the linn. 


The recklessness with -which our spruce forests were, ground up for 


•wood pulp gives Canada the advantage over us, and unless we relax 
our 


severe tariff policy towards Canada, she may decide to impose the'export 
duty on wood pulp and thus leave the American paper mills without the 
raw material except at a prohibitive price. 


PICK THE 
BEST MEN FOR ALL 
OFFICES. 


The democrats of Lowell have given attention thus far in the campaign, 


mainly to the matter of selecting a mayoralty candidate which iir itself is 
of course very important; but it is also important that the best men bo 
chosen for the various other offices. 
There is a considerable number of 


names from which to select nine aldermen. In this, as in the mayoralty, do 
not waste votes on weak candidates; vote only for the strongest men. 


On the list of aldermanic candidates are the names of ,somo men who 


cannot be elected. They should have decency enough not to burden 
the 


ticket every year as they do, although knowing that they 
have 
not 
the 


slightest .chance of nomination. 
Nevertheless, in spite of (iioso who use 


the democratic ticket at the primaries for advertising purposes, there are 
enough good men to select from, and it is up to the voters not lo be imposed 
upon by these perennial candidates. 


It should not be forgotten that the common council is an important 


branch'of our city government, coordinate with the board of aldermen and 
the mayoralty. Therefore, it is important to select men for that body who, 
if elected, will serve the city acceptably and at the same time reflect credit 
upon themselves and their party. Do not select mere boys for any office. 
They can afford to wait. 


For every office, high and low, select the very best men available. This 


is the only way in which the interests of the city can be served and the 
intelligence of the democracy vindicated. 
' 


But unless a voter attends the primaries he cannot 
share 
in ,the 


selection of candidates, good or bad. 
The man who remains away from 


the primaries shirks his duty and bears a heavy share of the responsibility 
for whatever blunders may be made in the selection of weak, incompetent 
or dishonest candidates instead of men of the opposite type. 


THE 
CRISIS IN ENGLAND. 


It is now settled beyond pel-adventure' that, ihe. House of Lords will 


i eject the Budget and force a general election in the British Isles. This 
will bring to a climax the question of allowing the lords 
tn 
retain 
the 


hereditary privileges by which (hey are entitled to seats in the upper house 
without being affected by elections or even by public opinion. 


There is a clamor in this country for the popular election of United 


States senators, and it is bound to come. 
Similarly in England some, reform 


is inevitable in the constitution of the House of Lords. The time has arrived 


when the people will not tolerate a feudal body, such as the House of Lords, 
to veto popular measures and even to interfere with the financial affairs 
of the government ns the peers have recently undertaken to do and as they 
have done on tho question of adopting the present measure for increased 
taxation. 


There is little doubt that the people- will vole by a 
large 
majority 


against the attitude of the lords and in favor of the Budget. 
That will 


send the liberals back to power with a mandate from the people to over- 
rule the upper house. The lords after such a decision from the people will 
not dare reject any measure bearing upon their legislative powers or upon 
financial matters. Tn fact the coming election will bring about, a new era in 
England if the lords are beaten, and even the king of England expects 
they will be. 


The whole contest is hut a step in the, onward inarch 
of 
progress 


which has been noticeable in the British empire for the p.nst quarter of a 
century. The lords have steadily resisted the popular demand Cor certain 
reforms, and this exercise of Ilieir power in Ihe face, of adverse public 
opinion has increased the opposition to their domination until it has become 
irresistible. 


CRIMINAL 
NEGLIGENCE IN A CHILDREN'S 
HOME. 


The authorities of the Children's Home on Myrtle street, Providence, 


have to explain the cause of twenty-three deaths nf children in thn space 
of four months. 
This home, like most others, has an attending physician 


who was supposed to look after the health and Ircattntint of the children. 
That so many died of discuses, mainly inloslinal or diarrluieie., must bo 
very embarrassing lo him as pointing to a common cmine in practically all 
the cnnes, and something which, it fccms, 
might 
have 
been 
promptly 


lemedicd. This physician fciiiiii;,' Ilial Ihe milk supjil,\ UM,,..| m,l lie the. bent 


dating .the hot weather ordered cohdensed-railk to bo used instead. Kither 
this milk was ba'd or it was improperly prepared, so that the children were 
affected with indigestion and diarrhoea. These ailments continued to cause 
deaths among tho children until twenty-three had been snatched away in 
about four months. 
' . . • • " 


The case is being investigated, and in view of so many deaths, due to 


deleterious food for such a long period, it seems that somebody has been 
guilty of criminal negligence. . 
• 


From the time the children at first, 'took sick there was ample oppor- 


tunity, to find tho cause of the trouble and have it remedied without waiting 
for deaths. If the object had been to kill the children'by bad food and lack 
of care, it seems that it would have been difficult to do a more effective job. 


The physician who gave orders to drop cow's milk and use condensed 


milk for all the children, including the very young, did not seem lo share 
the prevailing opinion relative to the comparative merits of pure cow's 
milk and condensed milk. The best substitute for Nature's food is "modi- 
fied milk," and the doctor who ordered condensed milk for all the babies, 
whether it killed them or not, did not apply ordinary common sense, not, to 
speak of tho best medical skill. The children died mainly 
of 
improper 


feeding continued .persistently for several months. 
Had some old woman of 


common sense who had had children of her own been placed in charge of 
the home, in all probability there would be no deaths from improper feeding.

Somo wore unable to withstand the malodorous air 
in 
the mine. 


Owing to the condition of the bodies they will be held only 24 hours for 
dentiflcation. • Laborers worked all Inst uight digging graves in anticipa- 
tion of the recoveries made today. A largo lent 'top was pitched twenty feet 
from the open air morgue for the coroner and bis jury. 


The first five victims were identified by their pay checks. The work of 


recovery wns stopped for a time after ten bodies had been brought up by a 
fall of coal which had to be cleared away.
